American Turfmen Lord Derby Again 
Will Agree With the Coming 
Him. Season.

NEW YORK, Jan. 5.--Danny Maher, who has been riding with such mar- 
velous success on the English turf for the last half dozen years, does not ob 
ject to fair and honest criticism. 

“In fact.” said the premier jockey, “I regard fair and honest criticism as 
being rather more he!pful than harmful to a person whose profession makes 
him more or less of a public character, as mime does. I do find fault, howe - 
ever, with heing misquoted and misrepresented, as was the case the other day 
— al turf writer rapped me rather severely for something I knew nothing ‘ 
about.’ . 

Danay was seated in the Metropole Hotel when he made this statement. 
When asked to state what there was in the story referred to, he replied: 
“Nothing at all. The turf writer who wrote the article based his story 
on what he had read in the colttmns of a London publication called the Tattler, 
in which | was supposed to have made certain statements on turf matters. 

“The truth of the matter is this,” said Danny, “I never gave out any such 
statement as that published by the Tattler, and if the New York writer had 
taken the trouble to see me before lie wrote the story it is altogether probable 
he would not have written it.. 

“It is true. | have said, and I still say, that I consider the Englis -bred 
racehorse superior to the American-bred horse, and I have my reasons for t ink- 
ing *o. Moreover, | believe all well-informed American turf men will bear 
me out in this conclusion: but how that could have given offense I am at @ 
loss to understand. I certainly ought to have a right to have an opinion, and 
to also express it, especially when it relates to a business in which I have been 
more or less successfully engaged for several years. 


WHY HE LIKES ENGLISH HORSES. 


When asked to give some particular reason for considering the English 
racehorse superior to the American racer, Danny said: “In the first place, the 
climate over there appears to be better for a horse than the climate in this 
country. Horses over there seem to thrive better than they do here. They 
grow bigger and stronger, and consequently have more substance, which gives 
them more endurance. 

“Another thing, the high-class racehorses of England get the v best of 
eare—I think more than they do in this country, so that when they 3 
year-olds they are not suffering from disabilities contracted im their 2-year-old 
form. The English Derby, the St. Leger and the Two Thousand Guineas are 
what are called classies, and are for 3-vear-olds.

HE year of 1906 was marked by the breaking of many records in all.sorts of sports. St, Louis 
did not figure in the new marks to any great extent except when a few amateur records were 
broken for the Western A. A. U. championships held at League Park, Sept. oy 

St. Louis, the very best baseball city in the country, was deeply interested in the great fignt 


between the two leagues which wound up with the series in Chicago. 
The Cubs won the National League pennant with a record-breaking number of victories and the 
rush of the White Soxfrom the second division to the pennant, together with their long list of un- 


broken victories, has no parallel in modern. base ball history. 
The defeat of the Cubs after they were topheavy favorites for the world’s championship culmi- 


nated a season of great performances. 


The next most sensational event was the 42-round battle between Gans and Nelson at Goldfield, 


Nev. This was a record in number of rounds in recent years of ring history. 


The vear 1906 was remarkable for the great number of boxing matches which have take» 
place in various parts of the country, but there have been only a few of them of great importance.

As a distributing point for the Southwest, it 
is now taking, on a grander scale, the unique posi- 
tion it held as the starting point for the “prairie 
schooners” which carried the first population from 
the Mississippi to the Pacific.

POST-DISPATCH RECORD OF PROGRESS 
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_ .POWER FROM THE SUN. 
A Spaniard, Don Isidor Cabanyes, has-invented and 


constructed ;an apparatus’ with. which can be utilized 
i part of the power that the sun sends us and easily 
to apply it to many needs of life, of industry and of 
agriculture. This consists of three parts: 

First—A stem-conic basement, of base and pedestal, 
sheet fron perforated as a sieve and painted black. 
This basement or base and pedestral (7) (basamento) 
rests on the ground or its larger b 

Second—A chimney, also of gheet iron, which 
starts at the smaller and upper bdsis of the base and 
pedestal (7), 

Third—A vertical axis situated in the interior of 
the chimney and which has an adequate number of 
spiral pleces or blades. 

This apparatus enters into action in the following 
manner: The metallic surface of the base and pedestal 
being heated by the mass of alr becomes 
warm, limited tn its interior, and this mass of afr 
upon becoming warm and therefore diminishing in 
density rises through the chimney and immediately 
originates a spontaneous draft. The air which on 
the exterior surrounds the basis becomes also warm 
by being in contact with the former, but at the same 
time enters through the numerous holes of the sheet 
iron to take the place of the air that rises through 
the interior of the chimney. In this way a current of 
ascending air starts within the referred-to chimney, 
which puts in motion the spiral plates for blades and 
the vertical axis on which the latter are fixed

Since the duty was taken off American cattle by the 
Mexican Government carloads have been crossing the 
line to replenish the run-down ranches in some parts 
of Mexico, says the Mexican Investor. Almost every 
day carloads of cattle can be seen passing through 
Monterey to points in the southern part of the re- 
public.

UTILIZING PINE STUMPS. 


The denuding of the American forests is leading to

many odd resources to supply the deficiency. The 
Government recently announced that owing to the 
rapid manner in which forests are being mowed down 
to Secure wood pulp for papermaking a small army 
of ‘experts were at work, hunting for some abundant 
material like swamp or prairie grass that would be 
suitable for papermaking. Jong ago the supply of 
walnut lumber for furniture was practically exhausted 
and oak has largely taken its place. For some time 
the turpentine makers have been puzzled to find raw 
material to meet the growing demands of their trade, 
which threatened to make serious inroads On the 
pine forests. The trees were being used much faster 
‘than they could be grown and this meant disaster. 

Then attention was turned to the refuse of the forests 
already used and experiments were made which dem- 
‘onstrated that the stumps of the pine trees, which 
had originally been passed over as not worth the 
trouble of digging out, were saturated with raw tur- 
pentine. These stumps immediately took on a com- 
mercial value which will furnish small fortunes to 
‘the men who own them. In some cases the interesting 
question has been raised as to whether the stumps 
were a part of the original timber right sold by the 
farmer to the turpentine maker or reverted to the 
owner of the land after the trees had been cut. 

NEW PLANTS FOR AMERICA. 

Prof. Neil Hansen of the University of South Da- 
kota has returned from Northern Asia, where he went 
as special agent of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture to seek flora suitable for culture in the North- 
western American States and the Rocky Mountain 
region. Valuable plants for the semi-arid sections 
of the Missouri and the Rockies are to be tried. §!I- 
berian grain, it is thought, would do well in North 
Dakota and Northern Montana, where the climate is 
much the same. Much of Siberia consists of semi- 
arid steppes and the products of these should thrive in 
certain American sections that are to be irrigated. 
Alfalfa, one of the chief crops of the country, was 
discovered in South America on a similar expedition.

In the January number of Putnam’s Magazine, 
leading scientific experts of Nebraska and other ex- 
perts discuss the “Nebraska Man’ with much learn- 
ing.

If all these Nebraska and other experts are not 
mistaken,-the general capacity of the human skull 
to hold brains can be greatly increased. The in- 
crease since this Nebraska majf lived in Nebraska 
is already so marked that anyone wlio can be 
scientifically astonished can be astonished at it with 
ease. 

The astonishing thing about it is that substances 
as hard as the bones of the human skull can be 
acted on by the intangible, immaterial agencies of 
thought.

POWER FROM THE SUN. 


A Spaniard, Don Isidor Cabanyes, has invented and 
constructed :an apparatus with.which can be utilized 
a part of the power that the sun sends us and easily 
tv apply it to many needs of life, of industry and of 
agriculture. This consists of three parts: 

First--A stem-conic basement, of base and pedestal, 
sheet fron perforated as a sieve and painted black. 
This basement or base and pedestral (7) (basamento) 
rests on the ground or its larger basis. : 

Second—A chimney, also of sheet iron, which 
starts at the smaller and upper basis of the base and 
pe destal (?). 

Third—A vertical axis situated in the interior of 
the chimney and which has an adequate number of 
spiral pieces or blades. 

This apparatus enters into action in the following 
manner: The metallic surface of the base and pedestal 
bcing heated by the sun, the mass of alr. becomes 
warm, limited in its interior, and this mass of air 
upon becoming warm and therefore diminishing in 
density rises through the chimney and immediately 
originates a spontaneous draft. The air which on 
the exterior surrounds the basis becomes also warm 
by being in contact with the former, but at the same 
time enters through the numerous. holes of the sheet 
iron to take the place of the air that rises through 
the interlor of the chimney. In this way a current of 
ascending air starts within the referred-to chimney, 
which puts in motion the spiral plates for blades and 
the vertical axis on which the latter are fixed. 
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MONEY FROM SEAWEED. 

Japan, Which wastes nothing in its domestic econ- 
omy, realizes $2,000,000 annually from its seaweed prod- 
ucts. According to the report of C. J. Davidson, an 
attache of the British Embassy at Tokio, more than 
tifty varieties of the seaweed found along the Jap- 
anese coast are utilized elther for food or as manu- 
factured products. 

The traveler sees bundles of dried seaweed, white 
with the crystallized salt of the sea water, hung from 
the front of every food stall. The coarser varieties 
are stewed and served with fish. Some of the dell- 
cate sprigs of sea grass are boiled with fish soups 
and remain a vivid green, floating against the red 
lacquer of the soup bowls. 

Other species of seaweed are used in the manutfac- 
ture of glue, of plaster and of starch. Whole villages 


packing of the product for shipment to the manufac- 
turing plants in the large cities. In the country along 
the seashore the farmers use the coarse and ropy 
kelp for fertilizing their vegetable fields.

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CARLOADS OF CATTLE FOR MEXICO. 

Since the duty was taken off American cattle by the 
Mexican Government carloads have been crossing the 
line to replenish the run-down ranches in some parts 
of Mexico, says the Mexican Investor. Almost every 
day carloads of cattle can be seen passing through 
Monterey to points in the southern part of the re- 
public. 

Most of the cattle imported from Texas and points 
farther north are fine bred. Of late many fine milch 
cows have been shipped in from Illinois, Kentucky 
and other states noted for fine cattle. These are &0- 
ing to Mexico City and vicinity for the dairies which 
are springing up in that part of the republic. Most 
of the fine breed of cattle are coming from the North- 
ern States of the United States, and cattle for the 
ranches are being shipped mostly from Texas, Ar!- 
zona and other Southwestern States. At the present 
rate it will not take long to supply Mexico with fine 
catlle, both for the range and the dairies. 





UTILIZING PINE STUMPS. 

The denuding of the American forests is leading to 
many odd resources to supply the deficiency. ‘The 
Government recently announced that owing to the 
rapid manner in which forests are being mowed down 
to Secure wood pulp for papermaking a small army 
of experts were at work, hunting for some abundant 
material like swamp or prairie grass tht would be 
suitable for papermaking, Long ago the supply of 
walnut lumber for furniture was practically exhausted 
and oak has largely taken its place. For some time 
the turpentine makers have been puzzled to find raw 
material to meet the growing demands of their trade, 
which threatened to’ make serious inroads On the 
pine forests. The trees were being used much faster 
‘than they could be grown and this meant 4d{saster. 
|Then attention was turned to the refuse of the forests 
already used and experiments were made which dem- 
(onstrated that the stumps of the pine trees; which 
had originally been passed over as not worth the 
trouble of digging out, were saturated with raw tur- 
pentine. These stumps immediately took on a com- 
mercial value which will furnish small fortunes to 
‘the men who own them. In some cases the interesting 
question has been raised as to whether the stumps 
were a part of the original timber right sold by the 
farmer to the turpentine maker or reverted to the 
owner of the land after the trees had been cut. 








NEW PLANTS FOR AMERICA. 

Prof. Neil Hansen of the University of South Da- 
kota has returned from Northern Asia, where he went 
ag special agent of the Federal Department of Agri- 
culture to seek flora suitable for culture in the North- 
western American States and the Rocky Mountain 
region. Valuable plants for the semi-arid sections 
of the Missouri and the Rockies are to be tried. §i- 
berian grain, it is thought, would do well in North 
Dakota and Northern Montana, where the climate is 
much the same. Much of Stberia consists of semi- 
arid steppes and the products of these should thrive in 
certain American sections that are to be irrigated.

Outside Gates But Once. 

It is remarked that she Aas not been 
seen outSide the gates of the priory 
since the news was conveyed to her, 
with the single exception of her trip to 
Harr-igate in the early fall.

said that this power will be available 
at the mines within one year. The 
greatest feat in the construction of the 
plant ts the system whereby the electri- 
cal current produced at the falls, cap- 
able of producing 50,000 horsepower, will 
be carried 600 miles to the mines. 


At the Central power-house the water 
will be removed from the river above 
the falls at the northern bank and con- 
veyed to the first bend of the river to 
the north through a canal, as shown in 
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the diagram prepared by the London 
Sphere, and then will be pitched down 
the steep embankment to the water 
edge through steel tubes, and with the 
momentum gained in the decline will 
turn giant turbines, and this power will 
a changed into electrical energy in the 
aiant. 

Recent improvements jin the electrical 
energy conveying apparatus has made 
it possible to convey this current, 600 
miles, but at several points along the 
route will be relay stations. At each of 
these will be a pumping plant, and if 
the demand for power is less than «the 
amount received, the surplus will be 
employed go pump water to reservoirs 
high in e hills thereabouts and at 
some future time, when the demand for 
power is greater than the central pow- 
er-house can supply for mechanical rea- 
sons, this water will be released to 
rush through flumes and turns turbines 
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and again be converted into electrical 
energy. This precaution is taken to_in- 
sure regularity of power. 

Included in the building scheme is a 
steam-power plant which will take the 
place of the water-power plant, should 
this fail at any time. 

The plant is being erected with a 
view to doubling the capacity if the 
50,000 horse-power energy proves profi- 
table. The normal demand for motor- 
power in the mines is equal to 281,099 
horse power. 

The company is known as the Victo- 
ria Falls Power Co. and will have a 
total capital of $30,000,000. In connec- 
tion with its organization, it is recalled 
that the falls were discovered 50 years 
ago and only a year ago did the Cape 
to Cairo railroad reach there and the 
immense 600-foot bridge of one span, 
400 feet above the water surface, was 
completed.

DEADLY TYPHUS 
ADDS TO RUSSIAN 
FAMINE HORRORS 


‘Mesed Says $5 Means a Life 


and 25 Cents Child’s Ex- 
istence Two Weeks. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 5.—An epi- 
demic of typhus is\now raging in the 
districts stricken with famine which is 
daily growing in intensity. 

From the Kasin Upa and Sunbirsk 
provinces reports announce the failure 
of winter crops and forecasting wide- 
spread want and suffering. The peas- 
ants in many places, driven to despera- 
tion, den.and work in the mills, threat- 
ening to sack towns and villages. Adul- 
terated flour which is like sand, bread 
partly made of earth and offal such as 
no human being would eat except in 
raging hunger constitute the only food 
obtainable by the poor in many dis- 
tricts. 

In Samara alone 3,000,000 people are 
starving. In a touching appeal for help 
Nicolai Shishkoff, who worked through 
the 1891 famine, says: 

‘“KRemember that in our country $5 is 
the price of a life. A quarter will keep 
a child alive for a fortnight.’’ 

The deplorable condition of affairs Is 
repeated in several districts. It is com- 
puted that at this moment between 2v,- 
000,000 and 30,000,000 Russians are slowly 
starving to death. 


VATICAN ISSUE IN 
THE GERMAN ELECTION 


PARIS,, Jan. 5.—Opinion in Vatican 
circies is that the Centre party in Ger- 
many will come out more than victor- 
ious in the impending election, notwith- 
standing that the German Government 
is doing its utmost to reduce the rum- 
ber of representatives in the opposition 
party, made up of Catholics and Sovcial- 
ists combined. It is asserted that the 
“plack’’ and ‘‘Red’’ Internationals, as 
the two varties are nicknamed will ob- 
tain more than twenty seats in the 
Reichstag out of a total of 296. 

Great imvortance is given to the prob- 
able result of the German elections be- 
cause, since the time of Bismarck, tne 
Centre party has been able to hold its 
own and get concessions for the Church 
which would never have been granted 
otherwise. Just now the great question 
at issue, and which the Centre party 
will immediately tane un, is that of fair- 
er treatment from the Goverrgnent for 
the people of Russian Poland and es- 
pecially that permission be granted ¢ 
use the Polish language in religious in- 
struction in the schools. 

The Pope long wavered regaruing this 
plan, which was opposed by the German 
Government for political reasons. but 
information from the bisnups of the lo- 
cality has at last persuaded him that 
use of the Polish language in the 
schools is absolutely necessary if is 
desired to safeguard the religious in- 
struction of the children, who are for 
the most part ignorant of the German 
language.

KING'S HOSPITAL FUND 
GROWS INTO MILLIONS. 

LONDON, Jan. 5.—King Edward's 
hospital fund annual meeting in Marl- 
borough House was presided over by 
the Prince of Wales and attended by 
Lord Rothschild, Stewart Wortley and 
other London financiers. The fund now 
amounts to more thar $5,000,000, which 
is soon to be invested in land to secure 
an annual income for the London hos- 
pitals. The Prince announced that he 
had laid before Parliament a bill ask- 
ing for authority to incorporate. Last 
year’s contributions amounted to $450.00) 
and the legacies to $125,000, the total 
araount distributed this vear among the 
London hospitals was $555,000, a large 
increase over last year’s distribution.

F rench Chemist Also Adminis- 


ters Dangerous Drugs by 
Means of Current. 


PARIS, Jan, 5.—Prof. Stephane Leduc, 
whose experiments in the chemical pro- 
duction of life have been much talked 
about lately, came up to Paris, to pre- 
sent to the faculty two new inventions 


of great interest. 

At the Broca Hospital he explained a 
methgd which he has discovered for ad- 
minfstering drugs by electricity—the 
Scientific name of .which is ionisation. 
By way of provng his theory that drugs 
could be administered by the passing 
of an electric current, the Professor 
shaved the back of a rabbit and put a 
compress of sulphite of strychnine on 
b, 


This violent poison did the animal no 
harm, but immediately after the pass- 
ing of an electric current the rabbit 
died, the electric current having intro- 
duced the poison into its system. 

Prof. Leduc considers that ionisation 
should prove extremely useful in the 
curing of rheumatism, sciatica, locomo- 
tor ataxia and paralysis. 

The professor also showed his col- 
leagues an interesting experiment with 
electricity as an anesthetic. He put a 
rabbit to sleep by means of the electric 
current, under the influence of which 
the animal could be cut without feeling 
pain. The Professor kept the rabbit 
asleep for ten minutes, and then 
stopped the current, and the animal 
opened its eyes and sat up. 

This new method of producing anes- 
thesia is likely, Prof. Leduc considers, 
to replace chloroform and ether at a 
very early date and is of immense im- 











portance to medical science.

Fourteen-Year-Old Polish Im- 
migrant Tells Her Story 
in Affidavit.

NEW YORK. Jan. 5.—The Rev. Wil- 
liam Blaskowsky. rector of the Roman 
Catholic Church of the Sacred Heart of 
Jesus in Bayonne N. J., has sued Har- 
ry Thaw to recover money expended in 
an effort to get the testimony of a 14- 
vear-old Polish girl immigrant whom 
White is accused of holding prisoner in 
his apartments in the Madison Square 
Garden tower. 

Father Blaskowsky alleges that in 
November. 1902, the girl was brought to 
his house one night by a fellow country- 
tnan who found her wandering along the 
water front in Jersey City and on the 
point of ending her life in the river. The 
girl told him that she had come to this 
eountrv from Krakow, Austria, and that 
she had been met at the steamer by a 
well-dressed man who promised to find 
her a food home. 

She claimed that she had been taken 
to White's apartments, where she was 
kept prisoner for several weekg. . She 
wis unable to speak a word of Englisn 
and was helpless. 

When White had tired of her, the 
priest alleges, the man who had taken 
her from Ellis Island reappeared at 
night and took her away. He accom- 
panied her across the river to Jersey 
Citv and deserted her in the street, 
leaving her penniless. Father Blas- 
kowskv sent her back to her parents 
and later learned of her aafe arrival 
from a priest in Krakow. 

At the time of Thaw’s arrest, Father 
Blakowsky recalled the story of the Pol- 
ish girl. Hie visited Thaw in his cell 
and told him what he knew. Thaw, he 
savs, asked him to do hj most to find 
the girl andug affidavit from her, 
no mat what the cost might be. 

"T ¢ ated at once with Father 
Krakow,”’ the priest al- 
requested him to find the 
had moved, but was found 
‘at Dornat, Silesia. 
i told her of White's death and the 
necessity of relating her own experience 
with him, and she made an affidavit 
which was sent back to me.

‘Sanitary Bottle Association’’ Will Ask Indiana Legislature to 
to Pass Bill Prohibiting Refilling of Any Container Not 
Made by or for Firm and Well Sterilized. 


MARION, Ind., Jan. 5. 
Hi sanitary bottle organization 
of glass workers, of which Will- 
iam M. Hastey of Marion is 


the coming session of the Legislature 
to obtain the passage of a sanitary 
bottle bill. The bill has already been 
prepared and will be placed in the 
hands of the legislators. It is entitled, 
“A bill for an act to protect the pub- 
lic health by prohibiting the collection 
of secondhand bottles or jars, or the 
sale of goods in secondhand bottles 
or jars, providing punishment for the 
Violation of the same, and repealing 
laws in conflict therewith.” 
The bill is of three sections. 
first provides that 
discarded bottles or 
Same be immediately broken to cul- 
let, or whoever bottles, sells or of- 
fers for sale any goods put up in any

jars, except the 


i bottle or jar that has been used as a 
| package or cover for the same, or any 


kinds of goods, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and on conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not exceed- 
ing $25, to which may be added !m- 
prisonment in the County Jail not ex- 
ceeding 20 days.” 

Provision is made that the act shall 
not apply to any person, firm or corpo- 
ration that refills bottle or jars origin- 
ally made for its own use, provided the 
bottles or jars are first thoroughly 
Cleaned ‘and sterilized and then refilled 
with the same kind of goods they con- 
tained originally. 

The act would make the secretary of 
the County Board of Health responsl- 
ble for enforcing its provisions, he to 
receive as a compensation $8 for each 
conviction under the law, his fee to be

his home here after a prolonged journey 
into the recesses of Tibet. 

In the company of three English of- 
ficers, he penetrated further into the 
mysterious country than any American 
has pushed his way before and come 


back alive; for, though Mr. Cooper of 
Chicago also reached Gyantse, the point 
at which Mr. McGullicuddy turned back, 
he died on his homeward journey as the 
result of the privations and exposures 
through which he had passed. 

Mr. MeGillicuddy has a remarkable 
story to tell of strange lands and peo- 
ples—days that led him through a coun- 
try that seemed a veritable paradise in 
the richness of its vegetation and the 
beauty of its climate and its scenery, 
only to plunge him, with the warning 
of hardly 12 hours, into the uttermost 
wastes of barren wilderness, where the 
trail led along the sides of almost im- 
passable mountains. 

Sometimes the little party reached 
such trackless stretches that they could 
trust only to the instinct of the sure- 
footed mules and ponies they rode to 
lead them aright, and sometimes 
trail grew so narrow that they had to 
dismount, and, leaving the animals to 
pick their own way as best they could, 
scramble along the faces of precipices. 

There were few places where the only 
pretense of a path was a ledge six or 
seven inches wide, with a wall of rock 
rising sheer up on the one side and a 
drop ranging from six hundred to one 
thousand feet straight down into ag 
abyss on the other. Along these ledges 
the men, leaving the mules, crawled, 


rock and their heels sticking Out over

Father McGlillicuddy’s journey led him 
across the border of British Sikkim, 
through Independent Sikkim, over the 
Nathula Pass, and through the Kampu 
Valley to Gyantse.

This work, 
which entailed an even more extensive 
tour through Tibet than that which had 
heen undertaken on the occasion of the 
expedition to Lhassa, was intrusted to 
General Sir Ronald MacDonald, Capt. 
St. Hill and Capt. Stockley, and Mr. 
McGillicuddy became the fourth white 
member of a party. Thirty-eight coo- 
ies accompanied it 
gr nae the so-called forbidden 
country, Mr. McGillicuddy says he 
found the people extremely hospital, 
though this doubtless was due toa the | 
fact that he was traveling in company 
with the British envoys, who were met 
everywhere by escorts from the rulers 
and liberally entertained in thelr pal- 
aces. In one village they were enfer- 
tained at a dinner of 28 courses by the 
Chinese ruler, and even when he wan- 
dered off alone Mr. McGillicuddy always 
found any request for food or drink met 
‘ith a ready response.

university is by no means alone in wanting a part of 
the war fund. 

Missouri is ‘not noted for liberality of treatment of 
her State institutions. The university is not alone a 
sufferer because of the State’s penuriousness. 

Every educational institution in the State—eyven the 
public schools—has reason for complaint. 
now an immensely wealthy State. And like a good 
many wealthy individuals, she proposes to become 
richer by holding on to what she has. 

One of the praetices in Missouri is to sel! her pub- 
lic Institutions to the highest bidder. This practice 
was followed in an instance which has brouc!' 
the field two more fortune hunters, who desire 
profit by the War fund which has fallen from the sk, 
into the lap of the State. They are the new norm:! 
schools provided at the last session of the Legislx 
ture, one at Springfield, the other at Maryville. 

Instead of taking an advanced view of the situation 
when two more normal school districts were addea 
to the large number of three which the State already 
possessed, Missouri held to her old ways. After much 
lobbying on the part of citizens from the northwest- 
ern and southeastern portions of the State—after, in 
fact, the representatives from those sections had be- 
come so serious that their attitude threatened to in- 
terrupt the quarrel over who should be the next 
United States Senator—a bill was passed by the last 
Legislature creating the desired new normal! districts. 

But the bill was all. There was no appropriation. 
The two districts were born, but they were sent out 
on the cold world naked and hungry. Not quite, 
either, for the generous State provided a way where- 
by money could be raised for the swaddling clothes. 
She said in effect: 

“A number of towns in each of these new normal! 
districts desire the institutions to be located ‘in their 
midst. We will adopt the methods of railway pro 
noters and make the towns getting the prizes piy 
Tor them.”

‘Impecunious treatment puvae institutions by 
Missouri is the underlying cause of the scramble for 
possession of the $475,000 fund. Unable to secure suffi- 
cient money in the ordinary hail 
is an opportunity to have some of their needs sup- 
nlied. Missouri long on mules and corneob pipes 
ind short on public spirit of art. 
Chere are few public memorials or monuments In the 
State, and even the architecture of her public puild- 
‘ngs is in no way strikingly differentiated from that 
of private and business houses. 

All this is in face ‘of the declaration 
retary of State in the annua! blue book 
souri’s financial condition is second to 
he Union,’ and State Treasurer Gmelich’s estimate 
hat more than 800,000 will remain in the Treas- 
ivy after the’claims of the current years suc 
ceding the last Legislature are all paid. 

PRESENT REMARKABLY LOW TAX RATE. 
On an assessment little if any greater than that 
previous to the Civil War, the State, by trimming 
and paring every appropriation asked for, manages to 
make her revenue sufficient. The tax cate at the 
present time, it is asserted, could be raised 5) per 
cent and the actual number of millé collected on 
the dollar frem the taxpayer be less than in ten to 
fifteen years ago. Undoubtedly, in that time, the 
values in the State have more than doubled. 

With the exception of school and seminary fund 
certificates of indebtedness, the State entirely 
free from debt, and the rate of taxation for school 
purvoses is lower than at any time since the Civil 
War, being, in 1934, only 17 cents on the $100. Thus, if 
the States income has, as indicated by the State 
Treasurer's estimate, exceeded its expenses at the 
present low rate of taxation, a slight increase would 
enable her to supply all the demands for ‘a new Cap- 
itol, new normal schoo! buildings and other pnrposes 
even to making her roads passable and 
public schoot teachers a living wage—and 
war fund purely for artistic or memorial 

Wisconsin, with a million less population than Mis- 
sopri, has a library buiiding that cost more than 
$650,000. New York has a similar building that Jeost 
$1,000,000. Stanford University was putting up a $600,- 
000 Nbrary when the earthquake came, and the Uni 
versity of California, with $800,000 available for such 
a building, decided to put the fund out on 
until i. should amount to $1,000,000, Minnesota, 
more, than a million less population than Missouri, 
spent $8,000,000 on her clegant new Capitol. 

And still Missour! thinks of appropriating this sum 
of $475,000 as a part payment -for her Capitol, ¢@r. 
if that is not done, forces her State University to 
beg and enter an unseemly competition before 
can have the fund for a libn@ry. What an extrava- 
gance fér a library butiding, when, heretofor:, tne 
students have been getting along without onc!

the townof Florence, 8S. D., found herset! 
the sole woman in the place. Her original object 0! 
starting a school naturally fell to the ground [0! 
lack of pupils, so, being an adept cook as well 4s 
a good scholar, she resolved to open a restaurant. 

The first day its doors were opened it was filled 
with a hungry throng that, having hitherto subsisted 
on makeshift meals, appreciated to the full the 
daintily-cooked dishes placed before them.
